Mike  Boddicker's  departure  from  the  Boston  Red  Sox 
left  the  organization  with  quite  a  gap  to  fill.  Free  agency 
allowed  Boddicker  to  travel  to  Kansas  City.  Free  agency 
also  allowed  the  Red  Sox  to  acquire  pitchers  Danny 
Darwin  and  Matt  Young,  as  well  as  first  baseman  Jack 
Clark.  These  three  major  league  veterans  will  close  the 
gap. 

Darwin,  32,  led  the  National  League  in  ERA  (2.21) 
and  in  winning  percentage  (.786)  in  1990  while  playing 
forthe  FHouston  Astros.  He  also  had  the  fewest  walks  per 
9  Innings  Pitched  (1 .7). 

The  Texas  native  was  originally  signed  by  the  Rang¬ 
ers  in  1976. 
Darwin  made  his 
major  league 
debut  in  1978 
with  Texas  and 
has  since  played 
for  Milwaukee 
and  Houston 
before  traveling 
to  Boston.  "I 
wanted  to  go  to  a 
team  that  had  a 
chance  to  win 
the  World  Se¬ 
ries"  stated  Dar¬ 
win.  "If  you  look 
at  the  Red  Sox, 
they  would  have 
to  be  one  of  my 
choices.  I've  just  got  to  have  the  chance  right  now." 

The  right-hander  finished  the  1990  season  with  a 
record  of  1 1  -4  in  48  G,  1  7  GS  (1  62.2  IP,  1  36  H,31  BB, 
1 09  K).  Darwin  has  been  effective  as  both  a  starter  and 
a  reliever  in  his  career. 

Matt  Young,  a  left-handed  pitcher,  has  been  in  the 
majors  7  years.  He  began  his  career  in  1983  with  the 
Seattle  Mariners,  and  continued  with  Los  Angeles  and 
Oakland.  Plagued  by  injuries,  Young  was  forced  to  miss 
the  entire  1988  season,  and  half  of  1989  due  to  a 
sprained  medial  collateral  ligament  in  his  left  elbow. 
After  having  reconstructive  surgery,  he  made  his  come¬ 
back  with  Oakland  in  June,  1989.  Young  returned  to 
Seattle  for  the  1 990  season  and  finished  with  a  record  of 
8-18,  3.51  ERA  in  34  games,  with  7  CG  (Tlst  among 
LHP  with  Finley,  California)  and  T3rd  overall  in  A.L. 
(225.1  IP).  In  addition,  he  finished  8th  in  A.L.  with  1  76 
K  and  held  opps.  to  a  .237  batting  average,  1 0th  in  the 
A.L. 


The  California 
native  has  not  al¬ 
lowed  a  home 
run  to  a  left- 
handed  batter  in 
31  5.2  innings  or 
since  April  8, 

1987.  Young's 
"looking  forward 
to  being  a  Red 
Sox  and  playing 
foratteam  which 
has  been  a  con¬ 
tender  every 
year." 

Jack  Clark,  35, 
will  bring  a  new 
dimension  of  power  to  the  Red  Sox  lineup.  Last  year  he 
hit  25  homeruns,  the  1 0th  season  he  has  hit  20  or  more. 
Clark  also  led  the  National  League  in  walks  for  the  2nd 
straight  year,  and  the  3rd  time  in  4  years. 

Clark  who  resides  in  Danville,  California,  is  looking 
forward  to  playing  in  Boston.  "It's  a  city  with  an  attitude 
about  sports  and  traditon  that  I  want  to  be  a  part  of.  It 
makes  a  big  difference  to  wear  a  uniform  that  means 
something." 

The  fourteen-year  major  league  veteran  started  his 
career  with  the  Giants  in  1975.  After  almost  a  decade 
with  San  Francisco,  he  was  traded  to  St.  Louis  in  1 985. 
Clark  hit  35  homeruns  in  1 987,  the  most  for  a  Cardinal 
since  Musial's  35  in  1954.  His  career  also  included  a 
year  with  the  Yankees  in  1 988,  and  1 989-90  with  San 
Diego  before  traveling  to  Boston.
